Magnificent Lords ! 
Poavees that the Intention of providing 
for the Security of yourCountry,was the 
fole reafon of fummoning a General 
Diet to meet on the 25th inftant ; 
but feeing I could not have an Anfwer 
from the King my Matter, in relation either 
tothe Reprefentations made to me by the 
laft Diet, or the Affairs that were tranfaced in 
it; I conceivd my Prefence would be of 
little Importance to this new Affembly : 

However I have thought it not amifs to fend 

the Sieur Baron, to aifure you of the Conti- 

nuation of his Majefty’s Friendfhip, and of 
my readinefs to do you all the good Offices 
that'depend on my Miniftry. I am further 

to acquaint you, Magnificent Lords, that I 

have receiv’'d new Orders from the King my 

Mafter, to aflure you on his part, that he 

defires nothing more carneftly than to fee 

imaginable for the 

afety and Support of your Country, your 

Eftates and Tiberties and to his 

Offers to fecond your juft Defigns with the 

Affiftance of his Arms, whenever you find 

our felves to ftand in need of them for your 
ss er Are you not conftrain’d to ac- 
knowledge, Magnificent Lords, that thefe 
obliging Offers of hisMajefty, which he will 
always make good to you, are very different 
from the haughty Carriage of the Emperor 
towards you, and the Menacing Stile which 
his Minifter ufes in his Negociations with 
your laudable vi, nas Mean time you 
will permit me to fay, That fuch Treatment, 
not very becoming towards fo Illuttrious and 

Free a State as yours, does not hinder fome 

of the Laudable Cantons from favouring the 

Houfe of Auftria, tho’ they cannot be igno- 

rant that their Country would be in no Secu- 

rity, if once the Emperor were in a Condi- 
tion to difturb them. This unaccountable 

Partiality is too apparent from the Reports 

and Scandalous Difcourfes that have gone 

through all Switzerland, on account of his 

Majeity’s Troops under Monfieur de Villars 

having taken Poft,as is pretended,on theTerri- 

tories of the Laudable Canton of Bafil,even be- 
fore People would inform themfelves whether 
thofe Reports were grounded on Reafon, or 
whether they were only rais’d by his Ma- 
jefty’s Enemies. What have. they not faid, 
Magnificent Lords, in all the Territories of 


the Laudable Cantons? They have had the 
Affurance to give out, That’ the King and 
his Minifter have broken their Word, in fuf- 
fering the Katification which was remitted to 


the laft Diet of the 28th U/t. to be Violated : 


I have not regarded fuch Reports, well know- 
ing that they proceeded only from mifin- 
form’d or ill defigning People; for that all 
the Laudable Cantons might have fatisfied 
themfelves, that his Majefty’s Ratification 
was remitted only conditionally,and in virtue 
of a Letter of Revers which was deliver'd to 
me by the Chancery of Baden. But, Mag- 
nificent Lords, you cannot wonder that the 
faid Ratification was remitted conditionally, 
and you know very well that I am not ac- 
countable for it. I cannot forbear repeating 
to you, that there is no Foundation for the 
Report that the King’s Troops fet foot on the 
Territories of Bafil, fince the very Men who 
have been moft Induftrious to fpread that Re- 
port, have no colour of Complaint, but that 
thofe Troops pafs’'d over a. of an Ifland 
in theRhine. Now it canne. se deny’d that 
all the Iflands in that River, lying along the 


Territories of Alfatia, belong to his Majetty 
as Landgrave of that Province ; and indeed 


there were no thoughts of complaining, till 
juft now, of his ordering Works to be built, 
and Garrifons to be placed there. And yet for 
thefe 15 days, thefe ill grounded Reports 
have caus’d a General Alarm almoft through- 
out all Switzerland; when hardly the leaft 
notice has been taken of the 5 Boats fill’d with 
Stones and Men, which the Imperialifts fen 
down the Stream from Rhinfield with defign 
to ruin the Bridge at Hunninghen,and which 
pafsd unmolefted through Bafil; tho’ the 
Lords of that Canton complain’d of it pu- 
blickly in the laft Diet. Nay I took fpecial 
notice that thisInfraction of theNeutrality had 
been pafs’d over in filence, if I had not taken 


care to complain of it my felf; and even | 


then the Diet was contented, without more 
Formality, with a bare anfwer from Count 
Trautmanfdorf that the King of the Romans 
fhould give them fatisfa@ion. You are too 
clear-fighted, Magnificent Lords, not to per- 
ceive the diftin@ion that you are pleas’d to 
make in your Proceedings, and know the 
Affairs of Europe too well, not to underftand 
the Intereft of Sovereign States; Now, fup- 
pofing it true, that the Crowns of France and 
Spain had fome confiderable Damage to ap- 
prehend, as your Gazettes give out daily; 
their Difadvantage could not but be — 
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Prejudicial to you, becaufe the Houfe of 
Auftria would thereby become more Power- 
ful: On the contrary, if the Prudent Con- 
du@, the Conftant Succefs, and the Juttice of 
their Caufe, encreafe the Glory of the two 
Kings, does not that Intereft prompt you to 
have greater Confideration for thofe Allies 
who are your Neighbours on almoft all fides, 
and whofe neighbourhood furnifhes you, as 
you your felves will own, with the moft ne- 
ceffary Commodities, and without which you 
cannot well fubfift? Magnificent Lords, I 
have enlarg’d beyond what intended, thro’ 
the Concern that I amin on account of thefe 
ill grounded Reports; which yet have made 
an Impreffion not only upon the People, but 
the Magiftrates of the Laudable Cantons ; 
But I dave promife my felf,that your Conduct 
and Counfels will be fuch, as will fhew 
you to be Neuters in all Refpedcts, which 


Neutrality fhall never be difturb’d by my Ma- » 


fier; Ihave Orders to give you that Affu- 
rance on his part. "Tis for you to take duc 
Mealures to get the like Affurance from thole 
with whom you have no longer either Treaty 
or Hereditary Alliance, and who already in- 
dire@ly threaten you with War, by ftopping 
your Merchandizes, and prohibiting Com- 
merce.
